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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As explained in the final office action, Turman and 
Buchanan are relied upon for their teachings of a valve/support combination that is made of a single piece. The elements argued by the 
applicant including the radially extending plate portion, annular portion, etc. are taught by the primary reference of Hultgren, such that 
upon modification of Hultgren to be one piece-as in either Turman or Buchanan-applicant's claimed invention is obvious. The examiner 
contends that the reasons given in the office action for combining the references including saving costs of assembly are sufficient 
motivation. As for applicant's argument concerning the function of the valve (page 4). It is pointed out that since Hultgren is normally 
closed and only opens upon conditions of pump pressure, when the oil pump is off, the valve would function to prevent oil from flowing 
through the spin-on opening and into the hollow core .
